versity City were given 16 days in 
which to appear in the United States 
District Court for a final settlement 
of the cases, according to announce- 


ment made Wednesday by Judge 


Dyer. 

“T want both sides,” said Judge 
Dyer, “to come into court the first 
of next month ready to try this case. 
And I want the attorneys for the de- 
fense to give me their assurance, as 
officers of this caurt, that all the 
property will be kept intact untii 
this case.is heard.” 

Eugene Angert, representing a publish- 
ers’ committee which has undertaken to 
reorganize the Lewis properties, said 


twat no property had been sold since 
April 11, when the committee took 
charge, and that none would be’sold un- 
ti] after the case had been tried. f 

‘Former Judge Matt Reynolds ap- 
- peared in the case Wednesday as an 

attorney for the Lewis interests. “Ie 
told Judge; Dyer that he had teen 
brought into the case recently, and 
that as the petitions were voluminous 
he would like to have time to ac- 
quaint himself with the charges. 

Judge Dyer granted attorneys for 
the Lewis interests 10 days in which 
to prepare their answer to the 
charges in the petitions, and gave the 
petition five additional days for 
rebuttal. 

One of the principal documents sub- 
mitted to the court by creditors is a pe- 
titien of 134 typewritten pages in vol- 
ume, which purports to tell the complete 
story of Lewis’ enterprises, from the 
time he began selling watches by a 
“compound endless chain” system in 
7888, to the present. This story is made 
the basis for the suits, filed Tuesday, 
for a receivership for all the Lewis 
y roperties. 

The stary begins with the incorpora- 
tion of the Progressive Watch Co in 
1998, tke incorporetors being Lewis, 
his wife and one other person. This 
was the first vehicle created by Lewis 
to carry his “entérprises.”” Its purpose 
was to deal in watches by the -ndiess 
chain system. 

Lewis issued a coupon book wit) 10 de- 
tachable pages. This book was sold for 
$1. The purchaser was required to sell 
each of the detachable coupons to 10 
other persons at $1 each. When these 
coupons were all returned to the com- 
pany the first purchaser got a watch. 

Later, according to the petition, Lewis 
adopted the “endless card’’ system. The 
plan was to se!l 10 cards to one persun 
at 10 cents each. The purchaser was 
required to sell each card to some friend 
for 10 cents, and when all were sold and 
returned to the company, the origin+] 
purchaser would receive a wetch that 
cost the company 6&7 cents. 

The petition recites that Lewis was 
notified by the Postoffice Department 
that his scheme was unlawful. He then 
changed from his “Compound Endless 
Chain system” to a “Simple Endless 
Chain’ Syste.” 

His pif under the “simple endless 
, mpato system’’ was to sell a. magazine 
~ ubseription, without specifying the 
name of the magazine, giving the pur- 
chaser a card for each 10 cents paid in. 

When the cards had all been returned 
te Lewis the original] purchaser was to 
fet a cheap wetch. Lewis accumulated 
- many magazine subscriptions, which the 
petition alleges he tried to sell to Chi- 
cago mail order magazines. He failed

In her petition asking that the 
noises and the sawdust be declared 
a nuisance and the operation of the 
sawmill enjoined, Mrs. Ziegengist al- 
leges that she “has been informed and 
believes that the noises are such as 
would be highly disagreeable to any 
person of average or ordinary tem- 
perament and nervous sensibilities.” 

Many Names for Noises. 

She characterizes the noises as 
“loud, harsh, buzzing, piercing anda 
grating, annoying and disagreeable 
to a high degree to the platntiff and 
the members of her family and 
friends and visitors who happen to 
be at her house while said noises are 
in progress.” 

Judge Shields Wednesday issued 
an order for Woodson to appear in 
court Monday and show” cause why 
he should not be enjoined from oper- 
ating the mill. 

Miss Ziegengist says that the dust 
created by the ripsaw which Woodson 
has in a shed in the'‘rear of his ‘yard 
flies through the kitchen windows of 
her home and gets into the tea and 
lernonade which she prepares for guests 
and callers. 

The sawdust also penetrates the 
screens on the upstairs windows, she 
says, and gets into her massage cream 
and powder and other creations for a 
woman’s tollet, converting what should 
be soothing lotions into instruments of 
torture that irritate the body and make 
the spirit writhe with anger. 

Militant in Her Anger. 

“At times when I find the sawdust 
between the sheets of my bed,”’ Miss 
Ziegengist told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“I could go out into the back yard, 
catch that man by the hair and pull 
him over the fence. I had a party here 
and some of the women got the head- 
ache from that noise and had to go 
tome.”’ 

Woodson agrees with Miss Ziegengist 
that the social progress of Miss Ziegen- 
gist in the West End is not being fos- 
tered on his side of the fence which dl- 
vides their two homes, but avers that 
the mother, in the injunction suit which 
she has started, puts the blame wrong- 
fully upon the ripsaw. 

Woodson says he cannot understand 
how Mrs. Franciska Ziegengist could 
say that it is “thé buzzing, piercing, 
grating noise, * made all day by the rip- 
saw which its affecting her nerves. 

Woodson Defends His Saw. 

“How could the nolse of a mild little 
ripsaw hurt the ‘Ziegengist nerves?” 
Woodson aBked. “Why, they lived over 
2 tin shop at Sixteenth street and Frank- 
lin avenue until they got rich, and then 
they bought that house from a man that 
owned a brass foundry. I don't see how 
a ripsaw’s noise will hurt their nerves.”

ENFORCEMENT OF 
POSTAL LAW FIRM, 
DECLARES BRITI 


Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Addresses the Circula- 
tion Managers. 


By Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 14.—Voicing admin- 
istration views as to how tne Postoffice 
Department should be run, James J. 
Britt, Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, today told the delegates to the 
International Circulation Managers’ As- 
sociation, in session here, that ‘‘ne hon- 
est publisher has anything to fear at 
the hands of the Postoffice Departinent. 

“But,” he added, ‘‘no dishonest pub- 
lisher has anything to hope for.” He 
was speaking on “the uses and abuses 
of the second-c'ass mail privilege.” 

Referring to the charge made recently 
oy Senator Jefferson Davis of Arkansas 
that certain publications of EF. G. Lewis 
in St. Louis had been practically put 
out of business by the Postoffice De- 
partment, Britt said: 

Bulk of Papers Honest. 

‘You have heard recently from some 
quarters that the department has, with- 
out cause, attacked several newspapers 
and periogicals and that a policy of 
officious interference with the business 
of publishers has been inaugurated, It 
is a painful fact that while the great 
bulk of the mewspapers and periodicals 
of the country are honest and law- 
abiding, there are some that wilfully 
trample the law under foot and have no 
regard whatever for postal laws er the 
rights of ethers. 

‘If any have felt the weight of the 
law it is because they have invoked it, 
not because it has been unjustly im- 
posed.”’ 

Regarding efforts to eliminate the an- 
nual postoffice deficit, Britt declared 
that “‘the ledgers of the department at 
m0 time should show either a deficit or 
a surplus, the entire service being ad- 
ministered on a self-sustaining basis.’’ 

A proper equalization of postal rates, 
he said, would easily make it possible 
to reduce letter postage from 2 cents 
to 1 cent an ounce, “The payment of 
fully 84 cents per pound on letters, 
caused by the payment of 2 cents an 
ounce on underweight pieces,’’ said 
Britt, “gives a profit which is applied 
to the deficit caused by deficient rates 
on other mail matter."

The petition alleges that this story is 
wholly untrue. It states that MeMil- 
lan made Lewis a loan, personally, and 
that Lewis gave him a bonus of $506 
worth of stock in the Mail Order Pub- 
lishing Co., which stock was never re- 
turned to Lewis or the company. 

By 1902, four years after Lewis started 
his “‘endless’ chain watch scheme, he 
was organizing many million-dollar cor- 
porations, the first of that magnitude 
being the University Heights Realty and 
development Co. 

The realty and development company 
was incorporated Oct. 31, 192. His next 
million-dollar corporation, the United 
States Fiber Stopper Co., was incorpo- 
rated Dec. 31, 1902. 

The Lewis Publishing Co., capital $1,- 
000,900, was incorporated under the laws 
of South Dakota, April 16, 1903, This 
was later increased to $1,500,000 and then 
to $3,500,000. 

The People’s Savings Trust Co. was 
one of Lewis’ later creations. It was 
not organized until after the seople’s 
United States Bank was put out of busi- 
ress by the Postoffice Department. It 
was incorporated July 28, 1908, its capi- 
tal sotck being $400,000. The University 
Art Museum Society was incorporated 
Aug. 30, sv. 

Charge All Is Endless Chain. 

It is charged that all of these corpo- 
rations were 2 part of the Lewis ‘‘end- 
less chain system’ of doing p)usiness, 
end that no part of the capital stock of 
any company was ever paid up in cach 
property or gervices, 

The aggregate debts of these several 
corporations, and of Lewis personally, 
it is alleged, are considerably more than 
$5,000,000. The petition charges that the 
indebtedness of one corporation was 
shifted to another, and then another, 
until fina'’ Lewis, he~ing » more re- 
sources t fail back upon, was forced 
to throw everything into the hands of a 
reorganization committee in order to 
retain a :2uow of control over it. 

It is shown how Lewis first issued 
stock in the People’s United States Bank 
to subscribers, and then, after the col- 
lapse of the, bank, gave his own trustee 
notes, and when they fell due issued de- 
bentures, and then interim receipts, and, 
finally, certificates of indebtedness, 

It is set forth that Lewis, after ac- 
quiring control of the St. Louis Star, ad- 
vertised a plan by Which subscribers 
would eventually acquire ownership of 
that paper. | 

Blanks were published, to be filled out 
and returned, together with $12 for a 
two-years’ subscription, and payment of 
this sum was to entitle the signers of 
the blanks to stock in the paper. 

Many persons filled out the blanks 
and sent the money.

After Monday Food Displayed 
on Sidewalks Must Be En- 
closed in Cases. 





The fly family is going to have a 
hard time making an honest living 
after next Monday, when the new 
Missouri pure food and drug law goes 
into effect. There are some provi- 
sions of the law that are calculated to 
cut the flies off from the sources of 
some of their choicest supplies. 

There will be no more good picking 
in front of the corner grocery, the 
meat shop and the vegetable market. 
Food products may still be exhibited 
on the sidewalks,, but they must be 
incloséd in show cases out of reach of 
flies, dust and other contamination. 

Some products are excepted, such 
as have to be peeled, pared or cooked 
before they are fit for consumption, 
but products of that sort are not 
fancied by flies. Even these must be 
shown in containers the bottoms of 
which are at least 18 inches above 
the surface of the sidewalk. Meat 
and meat products must not be dis- 
played on the sidewalk at all. 


Sereens Mandatory. 
Doors, windows and other openings of 


tablishment, during the fly season, 
shall be fitted with self-closing screen 
doors and wire window screens of 
mesh wire gauze. 

Every place where food is prepared or 
handled will have to be properly lighted, 
drained and ventilated, and conducted 
with -strict regard for the health of 
workere and the purity and wholesome- 
néss of the food. 

The placing of vinegar or other liquid 
used as food or drink, in open vessels 
without covering the same, is forbidden. 
The use of second-hand bottles for vin- 
egar or other liquids used for food, is 
forbidden, unless they are first sterilized 
with steatn. 

No person or persons will bo allowed 
to live or sleép in any room of a bake- 
shop, kitchen, dining room, confection- 
ery or placé where food is prepa-ed, 
ferved or sold. 

Penalty May Re Jail Sentence. 

Any person who Violates any of the 
provisions of the att wil! be guilty of 
a misdéméanor and on conviction for 
the first offense may bg fined not less 
than $10 nor more than $100, or may be 
imprisoned in jail not more than 30 days, 
cf both. 

The penalty is more severe for adulter- 
dijon and misbranding of nonalcoholic 
drinks. The fine may be from $25 to 
$100 and the term of imprisonment as 
riuch as six moénths. Nonalcoholic diiuks 
include sarsaparilia, ginger ale, soda 
water of all fiavors, lemonade, orange- 
ade, root beer and grape juice.

The information against the com- 
pany, issued at the instance of pure 
food inspectors, charged that the 
pepper was adulterated with ‘shells, 
dirt, sand and debris.” Judge Dyer 
said he : sessed a light fine because 
the evidénce had convinced him that 
carelessness was the cause of foreign 
matter getting into the ground pep- 
per. The Judge said he was sure there 
had been no malicious intent.

Judge Grosscup Advocates Thus 
_ Regulating Interstate Corpora- 
tions Doing Big Business. 


AGAINST PRICE CONTROL 


Believes Sherman Act Back 
Number, Except for the 
Smaller Combinations.

IOWA CITY, Io., June 14.—The right

‘business is the remedy for the trust 
evii proposed ty Judge Peter Grosscup. 

The Chicage leveral Judge today pre- 
geutec his views in addressing the 75 
-gracuates of the Iowa State University 
at commencement exercises here. 

He urged thar the Governmert rec #- 
nize combination and monopoly as 
something necessarily existing, square 
the law to the fact, and by regulating 
dividends virtually assume control. 

The Sherman act. “even as-now inter- 
preted, is an ineffective remedy in the 
just complaint of the ordinary man 
ageinst monowolies,’’ according to his 
views. 

Judge Gresscup also discussed price 
supervision as a method of Government 
regulation as distinguished from _ fre- 
striction on cividends. 

“Price supervision by Government,”’ 
the speaker said, ‘“‘would always and 
necessarily be indirect and inexact, al- 
Ways open tv fluctuation through the 
hostility or favor of those who, for the 
time being, were in power, always open 
to manipulation by the trusts them- 
selyes."’ | 

Attorney-General in Control. 

Judge Grosscup’s discussion of the 
remedy proposed by him was prefaced 
by a review of the Sherman act, in 
which he said: 

“As interpreted prior to May of this 
year the Sherman anti-trust act was 
believed to be a weapon in the hands 
of the men who happened to constitute 
the administration at Washington to 
destroy such specific monopolies and 
combinations as the administration 
chose to consider hurtful to competition 
in enterprise. Instead, the Sherman 
act became a sunken mine, over which 
nearly every .form of enterprise had 
to sail—the fuse that would set it off, 
or keep it harmless, running direct to 
the office of the Attorney-General at 
Washington. 

‘But will big business,” continued 

ge Grosscup, “with no restraint

man act as now interpreted, desist from 
being brutal? Will one of these big busi- 
ness enterprises, caught now and then 
employing the prohibited accessory 
methods «nd ordered to rehcbilitate.

A bill to authorize the construction of 
that part of the railroad approach from 
La point just east of Broadway to a 
juncture with the Terminal Association's 
elevated line at Eighth and Gratiot 
streets has already been prepared by 
the Board of Public Improvements. The 
cost of this work is éstimated at $146,000. 

This is the connection that Mayor 
Kreismann, in two messages to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, has assumed would be 
the best. Most of the supporters of the 
free bridge and members of the House 
of Delegates, especially Delegate Eu- 
ecne Hale, disagree with the Mayor and 
say they will oppose any expenditure to 
tie the free bridge to the Terminal’s 
yards or tracks.

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The Supreme Court decision in the 
Standard Of] case Is construed as 
showing a monopoly in the merger of 
the Western Union Telegraph and 
Bell Telephone companies, in the cur- 
rent issue of the Postal Telegraph, an 
official monthly publication of the 
Postal Telegraph-Cable Co. 

This attack and a complaint that 
the Western Union tries to prevent 
competition by the Postal, indicate 
that the popular conception that there 
is a community of interests between 
the two companies is unfounded. It 
has long been a matter of speculation 
in financial circles that the same in- 
terests controlled both telegraph com- 
panies, 

Under the heading, “The Standard 
Oil Co. Decision as Applied to the 
Bell Telephone-Western Union Com- 
bine,” the first article in the maga- 
zine sets forth that the Bell company 
acquired the Western Union with the 
intent of monopolizing the leased 
wire business; that it has acquired 
competing telephone companies to 
build up a monopoly, and that the 
Western Union is trying to control 
the Anglo-American Telegraph Co. of 
England with a view to monopolizing 
the submarine cable business. 

Declare Competition Is Killed, 

In another article under the heading, 
“Western Union Tactics to Prevent 
Competition,”’ the assertion is made 
that the Western Union provides in its 
railroad contracts that no other railroad 
company shall have a right of way 
along the lines. Courts, including the 
Supreme Court, have held this to be 
illegal, and the railroads want the Pos- 
tal on their lines, according to the mag- 
azine; but the roads “live up to it (the 
agreement) voluntarily, for fear that 
otherwise the Western Union will with~ 
draw its entire service.’’ 

On this accpunt, the Postal hag been 
forced to condemn its rights of way, 
at great cost, with the railroads as 
friendly defendants and the Western 
Union paying the lawyers, according to 
the writer. 

Newspaper items in support of these 
statements are quoted in the magazine. 
Mackay Held Stock. 

When the merger of the Bell and 
Western Union was consummated two 
years ago officials of the Postal an-{ 
nounced that their company would re- 
main independent. But the belief per- 
sisted in many quarters that it was not 
actually independent, because it was 
known that Clarence H. Mackay, presi- 
dent of the Postal, had an interest of 
$10,000,000 in the American Telegraph and 
Telephone Co., which owned the Bell 
and acquired the Western Union. This 
stock was held by the Mackay company, 
formed to administer the Mackay estate. 
William 8S. Dantel, manager in St. 
Louis for the Postal, said Wednesday 
that the Mackay company no longer 

held the stock. : 
Denies Community of Interests. 

“The stock was surrenderede when the 
A. T. & T. acquired the Western Untion,’’ 
he said, ‘because it was thought that to 
retain the stock would look like -an 
effort to create a monopoly in tele- 
graph service. 

“There is now no community of in- 
terest between the Western Union and 
Postal. Companies. 

“The impression that there fs a com- 
munity of interest is due in part to a 
confusion of names. For instance, the 
Postal Telegraph and Cable Co. of 
Texas belongs to the A. T. & T., which 
owns the Western Union; whereas, our 
system in Texas is known as the 
Mackay ‘Telegraph-Cable Co, 

“I personally have no official notifi- 
cation that the companies are inde- 
pendent, but an official statement to 
that effect has been made by Mackay, 
énd all the Hterature and instructions 
sent out by the company show it. Com- 
petition between the companies is keen- 
er now than ever before.”

SOUTHAMPTON, England, June 14.—

ration for months, threatens to tie up 
the shipping of Europe. Officials of the 
Seamen’s Union say 3,000,000 men will 
be invoived, making it the greatest ship- 
ping strike and numerically probably the 
greatest strike in history. 

“This afternoon the § International 
Seamen's Union issued a proclama- 
tion stating that the signal for an 
international strike would be given 
throughout the United Kingdom, 
France, Belgium, Holland and Scan- 
dinavia at 7 o'clock tonight. 

The first big steamers to be tied up 

were the translantic liners Teutonic and 
the Empress of Ireland. Their crews of 
250 and 300 men Seapeeerey. refused to 
sign. .

BEGIN IN SENATE 
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Canadian Agreement to 
Taken Up Wednesday for 
Final Debate. 





By Wire From the Washington Bua- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 14.—The Cana- 
dian reciprocity agreement has been re- 
ported to the Senate. The Underwood 
bill passed by the House enacting the 
legislation necessary to make the com- 
pact operative was placed on the cal- 
endar and a.motion will be made today 
to make reciprocity the unfinished busi- 
ness. It undoubtedly will prevail. 

The long discussion, which is expected 
to cover from six to eight weeks, be- 
gins today. Senator McCumber, a mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee, will de- 
liver the opening speech in opposition. 
He will be fellowed by Senator Curtis, 
also against the agreement 

It will be the plan of those in charge 
of the agreement to limit speeches by 
advocates of the compact and permit 
those opposing it to do all the talking. 
This will save time. It is also intended 
to sit early and late. The purpose of 
Senators Penrose and Lodge is to press 
the measure with all possible expedition 
and reach an early vote. 

In presenting the reciprocity agree- 
ment from the Finance Committee, Sen- 
ator Penrose announced that it was re- 
ported without recommendation. 

Senator McCumber offered his indil- 
vidual views in the nature of an ad- 
verse report and they were read. A 
similar report was made by Senator 
La Follette, but it was not read. Sen- 
ator Williams, acting for Senators Stone, 
Kern and himself, presented their views.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Postal sav- 
ings depositaries in the far West are 
more popular than those in other parts 
of the country, Postmaster-Generat 
Hitchcock says. Of postal savings 
banks opened May 1, Bisbee, Ariz., and 
Tonopah, Nev., lead in the amount of 
deposits the first month, with $11,770 
and $10,311 respectivel¥.

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THE FOLK tNDORSEMENT 

Representative James T. Lloyd is careful to 
qualify his statement concerning the obligation 
of loyalty to the Folk candidacy imposed upon 
Missouri Democrats by the indorsement resolu- 
tion of last year’s State convention, Referring 
to the action of the convention, he said: 

Mr. Folk has the indorsement of the party, 
as far as the convention of last year was 
authorized ‘to make if. Mr, Clark was a 
member of that convention and would not 
violate any of-its mandates. Mr. Folk, I am 
confident, would not wish in 1912 the in- 
struction of the delegates cto the national con- 
vention from Missouri unless it was the de- 
liberate judgment of the Missouri’ Democra- 
cy at that time that he should be the stand- 
ard bearer of the party. 

As a matter of fact, last year’s convention had 
not a shadow of authorization to designate the 
choice of the Democrats of the State for the par- 
ty’s presidential candidate in 1912. The conven- 
tion was composed of party committeemen and 
candidates who met under the provisions of the 
primary law to frame and declare the platform 
of the party in a State election. The choice of 
a presidential candidate was not an issue before 
the Democratic voters and did not enter into the 
primary contest. The resolution was wholly out- 
side the scope of the convention’s functions and 
powers. It expressed nothing more than the 
personal sentiment of the individuals comprising 
the body. The expressed sentiment of the in- 
dividual] delegates was prompted by political ex- 
pediency, as Mr. Lloyd’s present utterances are. 
The convention voted on the demand of ex- 
Gov. Folk’s supporters in order to unify the par- 
ty for the election. Folk adherents threatened 
revolt unless he should be indorsed, and the in- 
dividual candidates were induced to pacify his 
followers with an empty honor which was worth 
more in the scale of Chautauqua prices than in 
the contest for the Democratic ‘presidential nom- 
ination. 

Ex-Gov. Folk’s wish with regard is the in- 
structions of the delegates to the Democratic 
national convention will not be a factor in the 
convention called for the selection of delegates 
unless his candidacy is approved by a majority 
of the party voters. They have not as yet ex- 
pressed any preference, nor have they had an 
opportunity to indicate their choice. The ques- 
tion is open and will not be decided until the 
representatives of the State Democracy meet in 
convention for that purpose commissioned . with 
authority from the voters to act. 

Although Democratic sentiment on the ques- 
tion of presidential preferences has not been 
gauged it requirés no special gift of prescience 
to foresee a herculean task for ex-Gov. Folk’s 
friends in the effort to obtcin Missouri’s sup- 
port for the presidential nomination. Mr. Folk 
is identified with the Chautauqua circuit rather 
than the political arena. The great movement 
of politics within the past few years has swept 
by the boodle issue to the greater questions of 
destroying monopoly and privilege which under- 
lie all corruption. Since Mr. Folk’s affiliation 
with the forces of intolerance and his defeat for 
the Senate, his political strength has wane 
steadily. In a recent po!l o* the Democratic 
editors of the State, he was a minority choice. 
Speaker Clarke’s vote exceeded his, with scat- 
tering votes for Wilson and Harmon in the or- 
der named. But whether he is strong or weak, 
he has the indorsement of Missouri Democrats 
to win. No one as yet has a “cinch” on that 
honor and advantage.

The Postal and Western Union got along very 
well for many years as co ipetitors for business 
without any rate cutting. The Bell concern, orig- 
inally a monopoly, had its supremacy challenged 
by hundreds of independent companies. As a 
result of the organization of these independent 
companies and the popu.arizing of the telephone 
as a means of quic: communication, the Bell 
concern came into competition with the tele- 
graph companies. It cut into the Western 





Union’s business and in turn felt the force of 


the Western Union’s efforts to retain what it 
had and get more. 

That struggle ended in the Bell system’s se- 
curing contro] of the Western Union. All the 
time the absorption or wrecking of the inde- 
pendent telephone companies was in progress. 
The Money Trust, headed by Morgan, was the 
Bell system’s ally. The independent companies 
have been put out of business in many parts of 
the country. Wherever monopoly became com- 
plete prices were raised. Utah was the last 
field in which the Bell interests became domi- 
nant, and it is‘there that the Postal company 
will begin its competitive work.

The market closed strong. Heavy 
buying in Steel common lifted the 
price close to 80 and the whole list 
rose in sympathy.

The market was firm at the noon 
hour. There was good buving in Steel 
common that lifted the price to 79 
and the general list rose in sym- 
pathy.

Quotations on securities showed irreg- 
ular changes in the early speculation 
Wednesday. The Steel issues were 
steady with some of the rails lower.

“Street’’ sentiment still favors the bull 
side, the action of the market yesterday 
on the suspending of the Denver pre- 
ferred dividend indicating that the in- 
side interests have the speculation well 
in hand. 

The Steel investigation is apparently 
losing its force, since the Gary testi- 
mony took the political wind out of the 
committee’s sails and made Wall street 
happy. The hope of making campaign 
material out of the investigation has 
gone glimmering, at least for the mo- 
ment. If Roosevelt and Morgan testify 
in the fall, Wall street may refiect 
some uncertainty over the disclosures. 

London showed the selling slightly 
better than the buying before the local 
opening and prices there were frac- 
tionally lower on the leading American 
shares. There was some buying in the 
United States Steel issues, but the Pa- 
¢ifics and high-priced rails generally 
showed small losses. 

The short interest in our market re- 
mains extensive, especially in the metal 
Shares.

They Show No Animosity. 

*T am glad of this opportunity of 
making a statement,”’ said Miss Gra- 
ham, “‘because while in the main we 
have been treated kindly, there have 
been some cruel and untrue things said 
about both of us.

“Our lawyers have strictly forbidden 
us to talk about the case itself,’’ con- 
tinued Miss Graham. “In spite of the 
assurance of many of my friends that 
they do not believe Stokes will go 
through with the prosecution, I am 
personally convinced from what I know 
of him that he will go just as far as 
he can. I do not expect him to let 
up in anything that may make it un- 
pleasant for us. 

“Of course, he knows that a trial !s 
bound to bring out unpleasant things 
regarding him, as trials always do, but 
I don’t think he cares how much he’d 
have to go through in order to ‘get’ us. 

“I am not going to say anything now 
as to the shooting itself. That'll all 
come out at the proper time, and I 
haven't the least fear as to the out- 
come, 

Letters Don't Compromise Him. 

*Some of the stories that have been 
printed about us—about me in particu- 
lar—have been peculiar. The object of 
éach was to make me out a thoroughly 
bad girl and to put every action of 
mine in a thoroughly bad light. 

“It hasn’t been made clear that for al- 
most two years I lived at the Ansonia 
with my sister and brother-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. Singleton. This was from 1907 
to 1909. I met Stokes when he called 
upon my sister and me, although unbid- 
den, ostensibly to welcome us to the 
Ansonia, which he owns. 

“During the time that I lived at the 
Ansonia I frequently met him. We were 
friends, after a fashion, and he paid me 
attentions. But that these attentions 
took the form of intentions expressed in 
any letters which he wrote me, why 
anybody who knows W. E. D. Stokes 
knows how laughable that is. He Is far 
too cunning to do anything so foolish. 

“He did write me some letters. But I 
am frank to say that these letters did 
net compromise him in any way, nor’ 
did they lay him open to any possible 
damage suits such as I understand he 
says were being made the basis for 
blackmail on my part. The letters were 
foolish ones and would have put him in 
a ridiculous light had they ever been 
made public. \ 

She Wanted a Retraction. 

“Stokes and I had had a falling out 
after my return from Europe. It was 
late in 1909 that I went away. I stayed 
in Paris until about three months ago. 
My life over there was thoroughly de- 
cent, and it was cruel to say so many 
unkind things about it. I was in re- 
ceipt of a monthly income from my 
brother-in-law, Singleton, as I have been 
ever since the death of my father, and 
this was quite enough to keep me g0- 
ing. 

“I saw Stokes only twice after my 
return. Then I was told that he had 
been doing a lot of talking about me. 
It was just a very few days before 


the shooting that I learned that he said 


some particularly dreadful things about 
me. Why, he even told Ethel some 
things. They were so awful that I 
wanted him to retract. 

“But while I wanted him to give me 
& retraction of the things I had heard 
he had said, I had no idea of forcing 
& retraction. How the pistols came to 
be used after he came there will be 
brought out at the trial.”’

NEW YORK, June 14.—William Sim- 


mons, a night engineer on the New York 
Central Railroad, was arrested upon his 
return to White Plains, after last night’s 
run between New York and Albany, and 
locked up pending an investigation of 
the alleged murder of his wife. Sim- 
mons denied that he had any knowledge 
of his wife’s death. 

Mrs. Simmons was found dead In bed 
by a neighbor, summoned by the dead 
woman’s 6-year-old child, who told her, 
‘‘Mamma is sick.’’ 

About her neck were knotted two pil- 
low shams, so tightly drawn that they

Shams Tied in a Hard Knot, 

The shams with which the woman had 
been garroted had been twisted about 
her neck together, then tied in a hard 
knot at the base of the skull.
